Assignment  Booklet  1 B 

Students  continue  their  orientation  with  the  English  Language  Arts  9 course,  its  components,  and 
the  expectations.  In  Section  3,  students  write  an  essay  as  they  review  the  writing  process.  In  the 
final  section,  students  focus  on  the  skills  and  strategies  of  working  with  others. 

Section  3:  The  Writing  Process 

Section  3 of  this  module  reviews  the  steps  of  the  writing  process.  Students  will  use  this  process  to 
write  an  essay. 

• Each  step  in  the  writing  process  is  important  because  when  a step  is  done  well,  the 
following  steps  wiU  be  easier  and  the  final  product  wiU  be  of  highter  quality.  As  a result, 
encourage  your  student  to  take  the  time  to  complete  each  step:  generating  ideas,  developing 
a web  (or  list)  and  an  outline,  drafting  the  essay,  revising  and  editing  it,  and  creating  a 
polished  copy.  Although  the  writing  process  won’t  be  reviewed  in  detail  in  future 
assignments,  students  should  use  this  process  to  do  all  major  compositions. 

• The  Assignment  Booklet  includes  a checklist  for  students  to  complete  as  well  as  a form  for 
their  writing  partners  to  use  to  assist  them  with  revising  and  editing.  Writing  partners 
shouldn’t  make  any  changes  or  corrections;  instead,  they  should  simply  offer  suggestions 
and  advice.  Students  should  decide  whether  or  not  to  make  the  recommended  changes.  It’s 
especially  important  that  writing  partners  indicate  parts  in  the  essay  where  the  content 
seems  weak  (that  is,  needing  more  details)  or  confusing  (because  of  incorrect  word  use  or 
poorly  constructed  sentences,  for  example).  Writing  partners  must  recognize  that  their  job 
is  to  assist  or  guide  the  students  without  actually  directing  or  controlling  their  writing. 

• Review  the  Assessment  Criteria  in  the  Assignment  Booklet  with  your  student  before  the 
student  writes  the  essay  so  that  he  or  she  is  aware  of  what  must  be  submitted  for 
assessment.  The  student  should  also  understand  that  the  entire  process  is  being  assessed, 
not  just  the  finished  product. 


Section  4:  Cooperating  with  Others 

In  Section  4 of  Module  1,  students  focus  on  the  skills  and  strategies  needed  to  work  with  others. 

• In  this  section,  students  are  asked  to  think  about  strategies  and  skills  used  in  working  in 
groups.  Some  students  may  have  had  considerable  experience  with  group  work  in  school, 
clubs,  teams,  and  church  groups.  Others  may  have  had  very  little  experience  and  may  need 
assistance  to  understand  the  concepts  taught  in  this  section. 
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Learning  to  work  with  others  is  an  important  objective  of  the  Program  of  Studies  for 
English  Language  Arts,  but  it  can  be  a difficult  one  to  achieve  for  students  taking  a distance 
education  course.  Do  whatever  you  can  to  give  your  student  the  chance  to  work  with 
others;  if  at  all  possible,  use  the  multi-media  segments  on  the  course  CD-ROMS  to  help 
your  students  with  this  objective  thoughout  the  course. 

• To  assist  your  student  with  the  assignment,  have  him  or  her  work  with  a partner  or  small 
group  to  role  play  the  situation  of  a group  wanting  to  raise  money.  After  the  group  has 
discussed  the  problem  for  ten  or  fifteen  minutes,  have  the  student  respond  to  the  questions 
in  the  Assignment  Booklet.  Emphasize  that  responses  should  be  written  in  complete 
sentences  and  should  be  clear,  thoughtful,  and  complete. 

• The  final  assignment  asks  students  to  create  a poster.  In  this  course,  students  will  be  asked 
to  create  several  visual  representations  as  well  as  a number  of  recordings.  Although  this 
isn’t  an  art  course,  students  are  expected  to  be  able  to  communicate  ideas  through 
representation  (that  is,  visually)  as  well  as  through  speech  and  writing.  As  you  can  see  from 
the  assessment  criteria,  artistic  ability  itself  isn’t  evaluated;  in  fact,  students  can  use 
pictures  from  other  sources  rather  than  draw  them.  You  can  help  your  student  by  discussing 
the  assignment  and  the  assessment  criteria  before  he  or  she  actually  creates  the  poster. 


Module  1 Review  Exercises 

To  assist  students,  some  review  exercises  will  be  included  in  the  Home  Instructor’s  Guide  for 
most  modules.  Bear  in  mind  that  these  review  exercises  aren’t  comprehensive;  that  is,  they  don’t 
cover  all  the  material  in  the  module.  Nor  are  they  a compulsory  part  of  the  course.  Completing 
these  review  exercises  is  optional;  however,  they  will  indicate  how  well  students  have  understood 
some  of  the  material  in  the  module.  Suggested  responses  to  the  questions  are  provided  so  that  you 
can  correct  your  student’s  work. 


Note  the  organization  of  answer  keys,  the  review  exercise  material,  anid  the  optional  test;  this 
organization  allows  you  to  tear  out  either  or  both  the  review  exercise  and  the  test.  Ilie  answer 
keys  to  these  components  should  be  kept  in  your  possession.  In  every  Home  Instructor’s 
Guide  that  contains  these  two  components,  youTl  find  the  items  presented  in  this  order:

Module  1 Test 

At  the  end  of  each  module  in  this  course  (except  Modules  4 and  8),  a short  test  has  been  included 
in  the  Home  Instructor’s  Guide.  These  tests  are  entirely  optional;  they  can  be  used  by  home 
instructors  to  assess  how  well  their  students  have  mastered  the  skills  and  concepts  in  the  module. 
Students  will  write  a midterm  test  at  the  end  of  Module  4 and  a Final  Test  at  the  end  of  Module  8. 

If  possible,  you  and  your  student  should  set  a date  and  time  for  each  module  test  a day  or  two  in 
advance  of  the  test.  Before  the  test,  the  student  should  review  the  module,  paying  particular 
attention  to  the  terms  in  the  glossary  and  the  areas  where  difficulty  was  experienced. 

The  tests  are  designed  to  be  written  in  approximately  one  hour,  but  students  may  have  extra  time 
if  needed.  Students  should  do  the  test  without  assistance.  After  your  student  has  completed  the 
test,  use  the  answer  key  to  correct  it;  then  discuss  the  results  with  the  student.  Students  who  do 
poorly  on  one  or  more  questions  may  need  to  review  a section  in  the  module.  Writing  these 
module  tests  will  prepare  students  to  write  the  midterm  test  and  Final  Test  and  will  identify  areas 
of  weakness  where  they  need  further  study. 

Module  1 Test  Key

• Revise  and  edit  the  report:  improve  the  writing  and  correct  any  errors. 

• Create  a pohshed  copy  of  the  report.
